I'm pretty certain that must be NBBJ, so I might get in touch with AJ about it. 

I've read the RFP and know their still-growing campus in South Lake Union. My sense is that they look to 
replicate that campus experience for employees and feel a part of a city; 20% of their employees walk to 
work. Amazon is essentially a logistics design company and they want to make a grand impact on the 
logistics of the city they expand to. Another cloistered Abercrombie / Bob Evans / Chase Polaris won't fit 
their corporate culture. 

Franklinton is developing into a neighborhood having an affinity with Seattle's Ballard. The Scioto 
Peninsula would have been a good fit, though I understand it has been awarded to a developer. 

Knowing that Amazon seeks to expand over time from 500,000 SF (half of The Fiuntington Center) to 
perhaps 8M SF (four times the size of Chase at Polaris), I think about other urban sites that could be just 
as intriguing and transformative as a campus in the city. One that comes to mind is Graham Ford, (see 
attachment) 

• The site is iess than 3/4 miie to the riverfront with fun, new mixed used development that will be 
completed within 18 months on the way (Gravity, A.D. Farrow) and more to come. 

• Amazon HQ2 at Graham Ford would have about 8.5 acres available now, and 24 acres could be 
negotiated with adjacent Mount Carmel (who, truly, I will guess is ultimately happier moving out of 
downtown entirely and to new digs in Grove City) to imagine and transition to a 32 acre Amazon 
Campus. 

• The site sits on The National Road and has an entire edge visible from the highway. 

• There is also more expansion possibility to the north creating a needed connection to the riverfront 
confluence. 

I have no idea what sites are currently under consideration, and I think our added insight and design 
analysis (and method of communicating it) would be pretty valuable, of course. The Columbus proposal 
could surprise Amazon if it contained only urban sites in a healthy, growing city, and demonstrated how 
those sites adapt well to Amazon's needs and accelerate the making of a greater new American city. Their 
project operates on that scale.

I hope you are well. We decided in the end to go with the Confluence site for the studio 
because of its inherent urban complexities related to access and its proximity to 
downtown and emerging Franklinton. The discussion we had back in August was very 
useful and I will give the City a copy of the final work. If you are interested, you can 
attend the final review in December to see what they came up with. 

I am emailing about another matter and wonder if you might have some insight. We are 
working (very early on) with a developer to build a 35 unit apartment building at the 
former Solazzo Stone site (.45 acres, green in the attached image). Our plan is to 
maintain the historic stone building as residential and build a separate structure facing 
State Street with parking behind. 

The developer is sold on the strategy we are developing and wonders if there is some 
potential to continue the scheme east onto the vacant AEP parcel (orange). Over the 
years I have heard various stories about this site, including that it has been held for a 
future substation, but its size is too small for the latest configuration and technology. Do 
you happen to know if there has been any ongoing or past discussion with AEP about the 
sale (or partial sale) of this site? It will be helpful to us to know as we keep moving 
ahead here. Any information you can share would be useful to us.

I'm pretty certain that must be NBBJ, so I might get in touch with AJ about it. 

I've read the RFP and know their still-growing campus in South Lake Union. My sense is that they 
look to replicate that campus experience for employees and feel a part of a city; 20% of their 
employees walk to work. Amazon is essentially a logistics design company and they want to make 
a grand impact on the logistics of the city they expand to. Another cloistered Abercrombie / Bob 
Evans / Chase Polaris won't fit their corporate culture. 

Franklinton is developing into a neighborhood having an affinity with Seattle's Ballard. The Scioto 
Peninsula would have been a good fit, though I understand it has been awarded to a developer. 

Knowing that Amazon seeks to expand over time from 500,000 SF (half of The Fluntington 
Center) to perhaps 8M SF (four times the size of Chase at Polaris), I think about other urban sites 
that coul^b^us^^ntriguing and transformative as a campus in the city. One that comes to 
mind (see attachment) 

• The site is iess than 3/4 miie to the riverfront with fun, new mixed used development that 

will be complete^withir^^^onths on the way (Gravity, A.D. Farrow) and more to come. 

• Amazon HQ2 at^^^^^^^^wouid have about 8.5 acres avaiiabie now, and 24 acres could 

be negotiated with adjacent Mount Carmel (who, truly, I will guess is ultimately happier 
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moving out of downtown entirely and to new digs in Grove City) to imagine and transition 
to a 32 acre Amazon Campus. 

• The site sits on The National Road and has an entire edge visible from the highway. 

• There is also more expansion possibility to the north creating a needed connection to the 

riverfront confluence. 

I have no idea what sites are currently under consideration, and I think our added insight and 
design analysis (and method of communicating it) would be pretty valuable, of course. The 
Columbus proposal could surprise Amazon if it contained only urban sites in a healthy, growing 
city, and demonstrated how those sites adapt well to Amazon's needs and accelerate the making 
of a greater new American city.

I hope you are well. We decided in the end to go with the Confluence site for the 
studio because of its inherent urban complexities related to access and its 
proximity to downtown and emerging Franklinton. The discussion we had back in 
August was very useful and I will give the City a copy of the final work. If you 
are interested, you can attend the final review in December to see what they 
came up with. 

I am emailing about another matter and wonder if you might have some 
insight. We are working (very early on) with a developer to build a 35 unit 
apartment building at the former Solazzo Stone site (.45 acres, green in the 
attached image). Our plan is to maintain the historic stone building as residential 
and build a separate structure facing State Street with parking behind.

Appropriate collusion (organizing the weaker side) 

Businesses with power are prohibited from colluding with one another to set prices or other 
policies. For good reason. Public officials and economists realize that it’s quite tempting for an 
oligopoly to work to artificially create scarcity or cooperate-it creates significant short term 
profits and hurts those without the power to do something about it. 

(but that doesn’t mean that organizations don’t continually try anyway). 

Organizations with power now use data mining and software licenses to gain ever more one¬ 
sided relationships with those they used to serve. They trade data about your credit and your 
surfing habits, among a thousand other things. 

But what about the opposite? What about the power shift that could result from the diseonnected 
masses working together to push organizations to make change or to limit their upsides? By 
banding together and coordinating information, they can prevent asymmetrical information and 
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leverage from causing as much harm. What would happen if 10,000 Wells Fargo customers had 
found each other years ago? 

Years ago, twenty of AOL’s largest content providers got together (I think it was in a hot tuh) at 
an event AOL was running. We exchanged information about our contracts, our advances and 
our royalty rates. As a result of the shared information, everyone who participated got a better 
deal the next time around. Coordination led to a shift in market power. 

Kickstarter gives a small hint of this. A creator says to disconnected people—if enough of you get 
together and indicate an interest, we’ll do this thing. This is also in the spirit of Fred Wilson's 
Union 2.0 . Organization creates market power. 

But the internet can let us take this much further. It can create enforceable group dynamics and 
help people find one another. And once found, they can insist on policies and offerings that the 
powerful organization would never have proposed. And it turns out that this more equal 
engagement can help both sides in the long run. 

This is particularly effective in high-value business to business settings, where a company might 
sell a very expensive service to 20 or 30 companies. Knowledge about the best deal and 
coordination of desired features can make a huge difference for all concerned. That's why 
computer user groups were so important back in the day. 

What would happen if the 1,000 top high school football prospects all agreed not to play a few 
games unless colleges paid them for engaging in the health-endangering sport that makes these 
non-profits so much money they can afford to pay their coaches millions of dollars? 

What would happen if the fifty cities in the running for Amazon’s second HQ established a 
binding agreement on what they wouldn’t do with taxpayer money? By creating a mutually 
shared line in the sand, they’ve ensured that the flow of capital won’t bankrupt any of them. The 
auction will still happen, but not in a destructive way. 

They could make a similar deal about future sports stadiums or Olympic bids, a sucker bet in 
which the w i n n er almost always loses. 

Creating “I will if you will” contingent agreements is significantly easier once we use the 
blockchain and the real-time coordinating power of the net. A conceptual example (hard to do 
with four weeks notice, though): The fifty cities agree that if all fifty cities agree, any tax break 
from a city or state to Amazon must be matched by that city or state with a 5x amount invested in 
their public schools. If the mutual agreement doesn’t reach the critical number, no deal happens. 
If it does, then every mayor and every governor has a great reason to use other less costly 
incentives to win the ‘auction’ without violating the mutual agreement (or invest in schools, 
which is okay too). 

The alternative is that we’ll continue to see large, powerful corporations and institutions peel 
away individual players (people or cities), one by one, without the famed free market there to 
ensure equity. You probably have more in common with your neighbors than you think. If only 
you could coordinate the discussion...

Thank you for the opportunity to submit the City of Columbus proposal for Amazon’s HQ2 project. In putting our proposal 
together, we have given you sites, data and renderings. We have given you a vision of where Amazon can be within our 
community, and we have provided the data to support that vision. Our data, our sites and our vision are intended to convey 
that we can do this in Columbus.
